St. Paul, Minn., Sept. 19 — The 
Rt. Rev. Msgr. John A. Ryan, in- 
ternationally known Catholic econ- 
omist and sociologist and director 
of the Social Action Department of 
the National Catholic Welfare Con- 
ference, died at St. Joseph’s Hos- 
pital here Sunday. Msgr. Ryan was 
76, and had been confined to the 
hospital here since June 29, when 
he suffered a cerebral hemorrhage. 


Funeral services were held 
at 10:30 o’clock Wednesday at the 
Cathedral of St. Paul. The Most 
Rev. John F. Murray, S. T. D., 
officiated at the Solemn Pontifical 
Requiem High Mass, and the ser- 
mon was delivered by the Most 
Rev. Francis J. Haas, D.D., Bishop 
of Grand Rapids. 


Msgr. John Ryan, leader and 
pioneer in Catholic social thought 
and action for a long generation 
in the United States and the world, 
was born on May 25, 1869, on a 
farm 20 miles south of St. Paul, 
Minn. His parents were Irish im- 
migrants, each of whose families 
had stopped for a time in Massa- 
chusetts and then had separately

This issue 
he pioneered in the United States 
and the world. Pope Leo XIII’s 
Encyclical, On the Condition of 
Labor, issued in 1891, had not been 
specific on this point. But the 

nited States, the world and Cath- 
olic social teaching finally accepted 
Monsignor Ryan’s idea. Pope Pius 
XI’s Encyclicals on Marriage and 
on Social Order affirmed the strict 
justice of the family living wage. 
Thus Monsignor Ryan led the ‘re- 
volution’ for the universal family 
living wage. :

He 
taught there from 1902 to 1915, 
when he came back to the Catholic 
University as professor in the 
School of Philosophy, and later 
as professor and for a time as dean 
of the School of Theology. 

During these years at St. Paul 
he conducted a debate in several 
issues of the old Everybody’s Mag- 
azine with the foremost socialist in 
the United States at that time, 
Morris Hillquit. The debate was 
published in a volume entitled “So- 
clalism: Promise or Menace.”

Carroll, General Secretary of the 
National Catholic Welfare Confer-

PNSWEBING a question about 

Catholics being in politics the 
editor of the Catholic Herald, pub- 
lished in London, observed, in the 
issue of June 22, 1945, that the 
only great interest which the Cath- 
olic Church has in. the political 
field is the protection and preserva- 
tion of the integrity of the family, 
When family life is sound, the 
whole nation is sound; when the 
family life is religious, the whole 
nation is religious. 

This, by inference, means that 
the State should render every en- 
couragement for the religious in- 
struction of the child, because, as 
George Washington told us in his 
farewell address, it is futile for 
us to expect to have a moral na- 
tion unless we have a religious na- 
tion. Religion is the very founda- 
tion of morality, and that is why 
when people begin to live immoral- 
ly they begin to throw religion 
overboard— it stands in their way. 

It was chiefly for the family’s 
benefit that the Popes were the 
first to interest themselves in a 
good social order, under which the 
family would have more than a 
bare subsistence, under which par- 
ents would not only be able to feed

Open And Clesed 


Comparing the open policy of the 
United States and Britain 1 regard 
to publicity with the closed poucy 
of the Soviet Union, the editor of 
the American Hungarian Observer 
wrote in its January 28, 1945, num- 
ber—four months before V-E Day, 
as fellows: 


“Sf the Western Powers liberate 
a country, the curtain rises. There 
are journalists, radio reporters, in- 
ter-allied commissions—of course, 
incleding Russians—and all these 
observers are allowed to roam the 
country, at will. If the Red Army 
liberates a country, the curtain 
falls.. Perhaps I should say that a 
second curtain is added te the for- 


sibilities of the Church with those 
of the State.” 


He said further ‘we. affirm sol- 
emnly that the Church in Spain 
has kept perfect neutrality.” 

The Primate expressed surprise 
that more is being said now about 
Spain’s neutrality during World 
War II than was said during the 
war itself. The inference is that 
enemies of the Spanish State and 
of the Catholic Church are out “to 

et Franco,” and to turn the 1937 
efeat of Soviet Russia into a vic- 
tory, not won by her arms, but by 
an aroused world prejudice.

The lesson 
of the textbook should be slowly 
read with an effort to understand 
it. If the student should be incom- 
petent to understand certain points 
contained in the lesson, he should 
pay close attention to the explana- 
tions~in class the next day and if, 
even with that done, everything 
does not.appear to be clear and 
plain, he should ask the teacher for 
private help.

But when you learn from revela- 
tion, carried to you through your 
Catechism, that the soul must pos- 
sess supernatural life in order to 
enter the bliss of God after death, 
your reason tells you that that 
seems very plausible, that if you 
had no supernatural life, you would 
be living in an entirely different 
order than that in which God lives, 
and that, therefore, you could never 
expect to reach God’s glory in the 
next world—for your soul must be 
elevated to a divine order here to 
reach a divine order in the next 
world. Your reason would tell you 
that means must always be proper- 
ly related to their end, and even to 
be of the same nature.

A Chaplet Of 
Indulgenced Prayers 


The thought came to the writer 
to devise a chaplet of indulgenced 
prayers, the indulgences of which 
would be far greater than of the 
Rosary for the Dead. . If the reader 
is interested in gaining an indul- 
gence of 138,005 days, for saying a 
chaplet which will take less than 
one-half the time it takes to say 
an ordinary Rosary of five decades, 
let him say frequently our here- 
with suggested Holy Family Chap- 
let, which is said as follows:
